How The Largest City In The World Acts 


When Subjected To A Zeppelin Attack 


London, April 1.—No for- 


mal warning was issued in 
London to the population of 
the approach of the Zeppelins 
last night. The usual signs of 
approaching air raids were 
manifested by the calling out 
of special constables, by the 
darkening of the streets and 
by the stopping of train serv- 
ice above ground. Even the 
omnibuses and street cars in 
man; sections either discon- 


tinued service or ran in a lim- 
ited way. Thousands of per- 
sons were unable to reach 
their homes and for the great- 
er part of the night the police 
stations were crowded with 
wayfarers seeking shelter. 


An exceptional feature of 


the night raid was the fact

Buried alive for two long days 


in a trench filled with the rotting 
corpse of his comrades, was the 
hideons experience of Sergeant A. 
Pearl First,' late of the 116 High- 
landers, who arrived 
in Ports- 


mouth Saturday for a brief visit. 
Left for dead on the bloody bat- 
tlefield at Argonne, France, after 
a desperate charge through a sheet 
of bursting shrapnel and whining 
"Jack Johnson's" his body was 
picked up by the scavengers un- 
der the cover of darkness and 
cast into a trench which was par- 
tially filled with dead men. Here 
he lay for two days until he re- 
gained consciousness. 


In speaking of his horrible ex- 


perience, he said: 


"It was late in the afternoon 


irhen my regiment, which was en- 
trenched in the woods of Argonne, 
received orders to charge a strong 
German position. When our col- 
onel read the orders a hush fell 
over the ranks. Muscles tighten- 
ed perceptably as cartridge belts 
were fixed. 
Bayonets were ex- 


amined. But nothing was said. 
We knew what it meant to face 
tliat storm of steel. 


"A rift of grey vapor clung 


close to the broken ground near 
the position which we had re- 
ceived orders to take," continued 
the sergeant. "It"was punctured 
in countless places by splotches of 
angry red. Twisting shells whined 


overhead'as the regiment climbed men. The appalling horror of m 
out of the embattlement to the surroundings overcame me. Bi 
death zone above. The spitefa 
cackle 
of 
machine guns wag 


drowned by the roar 
of deej 


throated 
cannon. 
The ranks 


straightened and quickly "de- 
ployed." 
"We received the com- 


mand to move forward and the 
long line instantly obeyed.

Out in Illinois the farmers continue insistent that the cost of 


food roads ii heavier than their lands can tear. 
They overlook 


two or three things. In the first place they do not consider that 
poor roads not only depreciate the value of their lands, hut are a 
constant and continuous expense charge against their yield. In the 
•ecimd they overlook the:equally vital fact that time overbalances 
jnaintenance &8 against interest of improvement. 


Let ui consider the case here in Scioto county. Up to last 


yew, About as b»d piece of road of equal importance to be found 
•ijywhere, lay between here and New Boston. For all the year it 
VM practically untraversible. Farmers could haul nothing through 
it »t »D, day after day automobiles stuck along it. 
Trade was 


not only kept from town, 'hut produce .could not be hauled there- 
to. "What this all amounted to, the failure to find the 'best mar- 
keVthe wear and tear of vehicles, it is impossible to compute to 
»ny exactness, 'but it'surely ran up into the tens of thousands. Be- 
nides this there was the constantly recurring expense of 
gravel- 


ing, macadamizing and oiling, affording only the most temporary 
relief. Last year tho city and village paved the stretch at an ap- 
proximate cost of a hundred thousand dollars. Not of vain asser- 
tion, 'but as an evident truth it'is now one of the finest roads in the 
country. Moderately speaking it is good to resist the wear and 
tear of even the heavy and ever increasing traffic that is passing 
over it for at least a hundred years, and this with little or no cost 
for repairs. The interest on municipal bonds is four percent, or on 
the cost of this road four thousand dollars a year for ten years. 
IAs a business investment it fa worth five times that much annual- 
ly and five times more than that if we figure, as would have been 
the case, without paving that every year thousands would have to be 
(pent to keep it in some sort, of passable condition. We might fur- 
th'eir look at the situation of Scioto county. She has eight miles of 
paved pike that in the past ten years she pnid one hundred and 
twenty thousand dollars for the building. She has 'besides 
four 


hundred miles of alleged graveled pikes on which during the same 
period she had spent three quarters of a million in the same time. 
The paved portions haven't cost a dollar for repairs, the graveled 
Ss said to be in worse condition than s decade ago, nnd the com- 
missioners would like to have a hundred thousand right 
now to 


"fix them up." "With the constantly increasing traffic, brought 
•bout through the growth of the county, it would require almost 
that much every year for the next ten to keep them in some sort of 
jpassable condition. 


"We are not taking the position that all country roads should 


lie paved, that would be ridiculous and would menu ruin if attempt- 
ed. We maintain simply that roads should be constructed with re- 
.gard to the traffic upon them. On some roads the right sort of 
'gravel will serve fair purpose, on others macadam and cinder, but 
nothing will do on main arteries, except brick.
